Food Stamp Purchase 
Requirement to End 


The Michigan Dept. of 
Socia! Services announced 
today that beginning Jan. 1, 
1979. food siamp recipients 
in the state will no longer be 
required to pay for part of the 
face value of the stamps they 
receive. Households who do 
not pay for their food 
stamns now will not he 
affected by this action. 

This major program chan- 
gé. along with other changes 
to be announceu later. was 
mandated by enactment of 
the Food Stamp Act of 1977 
and was published recently 
as new food stamp regula- 
tions by the U.S. Department 
of Agriculture. Other chan- 
ces will be announced later 
when plans for implementing 
them are completed. 

Most food stamp house- 
holds now pay a part of their 
household income for their 
monihly allotmentof stamps. 
The amount is based on 
household size and the 
amount of net income after 
allowable expenses are de- 
ducted from gross income. 

The total value of the food 
stamps received always ex- 
ceeds the purchase price 
under the present program. 
Excess food stamps are the 
bonus stamps the household 
received by participating in 
the program. 

For example. a household 
may now pay $50 to receive 
$150 worth of food stamps 
each month. The extra $100 
worth of stamps is the 
amount of bonus stamps the 
housshold gains. 

Under the new system 
(assuming that eligibility 
circumstances. such as net 
income and family size. 
remain the same) the house- 
hold will simply received 
$100 worth of food stamps 
beginning in Jan. without 
having to pay any money. 
Should the household's cir- 
cumstances change. the 
number of bonus stamos 
issued will either increase or 
decrease as the situation 


warrants. 
MDSS officials empha- 
sized the need for food 


stamp recipients to under- 
stand that elimination of the 
money payment will result in 
a decrease in the amount of 
stamps they will actually 
receive. as shown in the 
previous example The a- 
mount of stamps to be 
issued beginning in Jan. 
may not meet all of a 
householdd’s monthly food 
costs. Therefore, money no 
longer required to buy food 
stamps may he necessary to 
buy what extra food they 
may need. 

Notices of the elimination 
of the food stamp purchase 
requirement will be mailed to 
all certified Food Stamp 
households in Michigan in 
December and January along 
with their Authorization to 
Participate (ATP) cards. 

In addition. notices will be 
mailed to all Aid to Depen- 
dent Children (ADC) and 
Supplemental Security In- 
come (SSi} recipients in 
December to alert persons

Cherries Spruce 
Holiday Meals 


If you're looking for some- 
thing to spruce up holiday 


~ meals, try adding garnishes 


of maraschino cherries to 
your favorite recipes. 

Good things are growing 
in Michigan and about 75% 
of the 31,500 tons of sweet 
cherries harvested in Michi- 
gan this year are being pro- 
cessed into festive red and 
green cherries. Our state 
ranks second in the nation 
for maraschino production. 
according to the Michigan 
Departinent of Agriculture. 

Maraschinos are excellent 
as fruit toppers for breakfast 
cereals and waffles. Or blend 
chopped maraschinos into 
hot vegetables such as green 
beans, carrots and yams to 
give added zest and color. 

Decorate bread and biscuit 
recipes by folding diced 
cherries into the dough. You 
might try making attractive 
desserts like cherry jewel 
cake or All-Michigan pie To 
make the pie, add sliced red 
maraschinos lo apple filling 
made from canned Michigan 
apple slices. Fill pie shell, 
lop with streusel mixture 
and bake. 

There is also a bonus in 
every jar of cherries - the 
syrup sweetens beverages 
and makes a great sauce for 
basting meats. 

The almond ilavor, the 
crunchy texture and eye- 
catching color are nol an 
American creation. A liqueur 
developed in northern italy 
more than 300 years ago, 
became known as mara- 
schino. While preserving a 
type of cherry. some of the 
liqueur was added and re- 
sulted in these delicately 
flavored morsels. The French 
then experimented and de- 
veloped a refinery process. 
In the 1890's maraschino 
cherries were introduced to 
America. 

Processing includes soak- 
ing sweet cherries in a 
solutuion to remove the 
color, grading for size, pit- 
ting. and putting into a syrup 
mixture to which red or 
green coloring is added. 
After color is absorbed, 
they're bottled and pasteur- 
ized.

Refunds of Increased 
License Plate 
Fees Approved 


If you’ve been waiting to 
purchase your 1979 license 
plates until you see if the 
petition drive to stop the 
increased {icense plate fees 
is successful, you can go 
ahead and buy your plates 
and avoid the long lines next 
spring. 

Under legislation which 
recently won final approval, 
the Secretary of State has 
been authorized to provide 
refunds of increases in fees 
for 1979 license plates, 
pending certification of the 
petitions currently being cir- 
culated to stop the increas- 
es. 

Passage of this bill (Se- 
nate Bill 1737) means you 
will get back the increased 
fees you pay for license 
plates, if you purchase them 
before the outcome of this 
petition drive is determined, 
thus eliminating the need to 
wait until the petitions are 
filed. 

My colleagues and | were 
prompted to pass this mea- 
sure to encourage peopie to 
purchase their plates early. 
Recent reports from the Sec- 
tetary of State indicate that 
license plate sales are some 
20 percent below average for 
this time of year. We are 
hopeful that the refund bill 
will result in more people 
buying their plates now and 
shorter lines at Secretary of 
Stale offices next March. 


Home 
Weatherization 
Program Approved 


Low-income families in 
Michigan are in line for some 
help not only in paying their 
utility bills this winter, but in

cutting their home heating 
costs as well. 

Under a bill (House Bill 
6493) which won approval 
during the final week of the 
year-end legislative session, 
approximately $8 million in 
state funds will be combined 
with $4.3 million in federal 
monies to continue a home 
weatherization program due 
to expire shortly in Michi- 
gan. 

The funds will be used to 
assist low-income families 
to weatherize their homes by 
such methods as attic insu- 
lation, caulking, installation 
of storm windows and wea- 
ther-stripping of doors and 
windows. 

It is estimated by the State 
Energy Administration that 
some 24,000 homes, serving 
more than 60.000 low-in- 
come persons living in all 83 
Michigan counties, will be 
weatherized under this pro- 


‘gram during the next fiscal 


year. 

Families earning less than 
125 percent of the “low-in- 
come budget,” as defined by 
the Bureau of Labor Statis- 
tics, will qualify for the pro- 
gram. The maximum income 
level varies according to the 
number of persons in a 
family. 

My colleagues and { sup- 
ported this measure because 
we believe it will help low- 
income families to minimize 
the cost of heating their 
homes. We are also hopeful 
that it will result in a reduc- 
tion in state fuel consumo- 
tion in the long run. 

Under a Separate utility tax 
relief program enacted earl- 
ier this year. low-income 
families will also be able to 
claim tax credits for their 
utility costs on their state 
income tax forms. Those 
credits will also be granted 
on the basis of household 
income and family size.

Italian Foods at Christmas 
Vary According to Regions 


Feasting is an integral part of the Christmas celebra- 
tion, symbolizing not only rejoicing at. the coming of Christ 
but, also, the spirit of sharing and brotherly love which 
is characteristic of the Season. Like so many other aspects 
of Christmas, it is a blend of Christian and pre-Christian 
traditions, strongly influenced by local customs. 

In Italy the dishes of the Christmas feast vary widely 
depending on the region. In the north, for example, the 
meal may begin witn cannelletti cclittle hats’) stuffed 
with meat or tortellini, a sort of ravioli, followed by a 
main dish of meat, which may be anything from roast 
turkey with chestrut stuffing to zampone, a pork sausage 
packed in a pig's leg smothered with lentils. 

In the area around Rome, ihe traditional dish of Christ- 
mas Eve js “capitone,” a large female eel, roasted, baked, 
or fried, following a religious tradition which prescribes 
a meatless dinner on Christmas Eve, the Vigilia, or Christ- 
mas vigil. In accordance with this tradition, the Roman 
fish market. held the night of December 23rd, is a peculiar 
feature of the Christmas observance. 

In the south of Italy, the feasting usually begins with 
macaroni with meat and tomato sauce, followed by chicken 
or meat in jelly. 

Particularly characteristic of Christmas feasting in all 
-regions are sweets: fruitcakes of various types (panettone} 
and other sweets in which nuts and honey figure promi- 
nenthy. 

The Christmas season coincides with the lengthening 
day and the beginning of the New Year, and from ancient 
times nuts have been a symbol of fertility and a promise 
of the next year's harvest, also representing hope for in- 
crease in herds and flocks, and the family, as well. The 
use of honey, the most common sweetener in ancient Rome, 
was a traditional way of conveying the wish that the new 
year might be as sweet as the Bite.

Five years ago, the March of 
Dimes awarded the new program 
$50,000 for services. Now, March 
of Dimes chapters around the 
country provide scholarships for 
students from their areas. This 
year, allocations for $13,000 en- 
abied ji students to enroil in the 
program. 

Investinent 

The scholarships are paid in 
part by the March of Dimes 
Chapters in the students’ home 
towns. For those Chapters, it is 
an investment in the future of 
their community since many 
graduates return to follow ca- 
reers in this important aspect of 
birth defects prevention. 

The program has attracted 
students from throughout the 
US., including Alaska, as well 
as Canada, Israel and India. 

Rosalind Mitchell of Balti- 
more and Nancy Zellers of Ports- 
mouth, N.H., are now enrolled 
in the program, thanks to March 
of Dimes scholarships. 

Ms. Mitchell is a first year 
master’s degree student. 

“As a little girl, I thought 1 
would become an artist,” she re- 
calls, “I was always drawing. I 
still draw now, but mainly fam- 
ily trees.” 

Although five other schools in 
the country offer similar pro- 
grams, Ms. Mitchell chose Sarah 
Lawrence because, as she says, 
“It was best suited for my goals, 
which are genetic counseling and 
research.”

His 
hope of bringing the joytul 
message of Christ's birth to all 
was realized. and the ereche 
becume a most cherished 
Christmas tniditien, 

Mrs. Rosemary D. Sullivan 
of New York City. an energetic 
retired art teacher, has been 
collecting folk art Nativity sets 
foraboutforty years. Although 
her preference is for contem- 
porary cribs, she does have 
some old Neapolitan figures 
that date back to (he mid- 
eighteenth Century, Thirty- 
five countries are represented 
inher more than 150 sets. 

Mrs. Sullivan welcomes 
every opportunity to show her 
unique collection and is a 
genereus lender to museums, 
libraries. schools and other 
exhibitions during the Christ- 
mas season. The rest of the 
year her precious things are 
packed away at home. She 
does hawever, keep a Nativity 
set of fine Hummel porcelain 
always on her mantle. Two 
sears ago, anticipating a visit 
front a fellow collector from 
Holland. Mrs. Sullivan un- 
packed and set out all her 
scenes. Tt wis another two 
sears before she packed them 
Up again ¢o store away! 

When asked what first 
stimulated her interest in col 
lecting Nativity sets, Mrs. Sul- 
fivan replied she really didn't 
know, “It’s like falling ta love.

A small amount ts ob- 
tained from South Africa as 
bayberry or capeberry wax. Of- 
ten, ordinary paraffin-wax can- 
dles are coated or dipped several 
times tith bayberry wax to give 
them the olive-green color and 
fragrance, or they are colored an 
olive-green resembling bayberry 
and scented with bavberrv es- 
sence or chemicals. Most 
manufacturers make all three 
and label them to tell vou the 
type. 

A merry verse about the good 
luck the bayberry candle 
brought abounded during the 
Colonial era: 

“If you burn the bayberry can- 

dle bright , ; 

to its end on Christmas night, 

tis the tale told tried and true 

Uwould great love and health 

to you.” 


Bayberry greu: wild in the 
sandy soil along the Eastern 
coast from Nova Scotia to 
northern Florida, and candles 
were in abundance to provide the 
Colonists with a bright light and 
pleasing scent. The pleasures of 
gathering bayberries for candles 
at Christmas is all but past, ex- 
cept for a few individuals who 
have bayberry bushes on their 
property,

Use Artificial Tree 
With Safety In Mind 


Metal trees present no fire 
hazard in themselves. They can, 
however, be a source of serious 
shock hazard if you use electric 
lights on them. Sharp metal 
edges may cut the cord insulation 
or the metal needles might touch 


an electrically charged compo- 


nent. In either case, the whole 
tree will become electrically 
charged. The safest way to il- 
luminate a metal tree is to use 
Colored floodlights placed in dif- 
ferent snote around the room, 
These floodlights can become 
quite hot too, so take care where 
you put them. If you purchase a 
Plastic tree, pick one that is 
made of fire resistant material.

Statewide Trout and Salmon Regulations 


The Natural Resources Commission, at its meeting 
on July 14, 1978, under the authority of Act 165, PLA. 
1929, as amended, and Act 230, P.A. 1925, as amended, 
ordered that for a period of five years beginning January 
1, 1979, no person shall take or attempt to take any 
species of trout or salmon from any of the waters of this 
state except by hock and line during the open seasons 
prescribed, and within the minimum size limits and 
maximum possession limits indicated below. 

Statewide open seasons on all streams and 
designated trout lakes shali be from the last Saturday in 
April through September 30 [longer on waters 
designated by the Director for extended fishing under 
Act 165] on alt trout and salmon. Statewide open 
Seasons on all other inland lakes and the Great Lakes 
shall be any time for all trout and saimon. Size limits 
shall be 8 inches on Lower Peninsula streams, 7 inches 
on Upper Peninsula streams, and 10 Inches on lakes. 
The daily limit for trout and salmon shall be 5 fish singly 
cr in combination but no more than 3 lake trou? or 
splake. 

An additional 5 brook or brown trout may be taken 
from streams from the last Saturday in April through 
September 30 only.
